More than once I have suggested to 
The New Year the Diocese a watchword which we 

might carry with us through the year. 
In these days of Forward Movement leaflets with wide- 
spread and fine efforts everywhere to keep before us 
the deeper meanings of our faith, such a watchword 
is pretty likely to be lost in the multitude of helpful 
thoughts which crowd upon us. True! Nevertheless, 
though it be speedily lost from our spiritual view, I 
give you all this watchword: “We are more than con- 
querors through him that loved us.” It is worth think- 
ing of today. It is worth carrying over tomorrow and 
the next day and the next. 

“We are more than conquerors through him that 
loved us.” That does not mean we are something 
other than conquerors. It means that we win surpassing 
victories. It means that we win every day; not coming 
to the close with worn and weary souls but joyously, 
banners waving, “Te Deums” sounding, the flaming 
light of heaven flooding the drab and sordid and cruel 
and sinful world. However weary our bodies may be, 
we come “radiant with ardor divine.” 

Poetry? Imagination? Dreams? Worse than _ that 
perha s? Sentimental slush? Pious words? I answer, 
‘No!” Good solid fact, witnessed by millions of vic- 
torious lives ever since that long gone day when St. 
Paul opened his heart to those Roman Christians. 
“Wherefore,” says he, in another place, speaking to 
the Corinthians, “I take pleasure in weakness, in in- 
juries, in necessities, in persecutions, in distress for 
Christ’s sake, for when I am weak then am I strong.” 

That is solid fact. That surpassing victory in and 
over life may be ours but only ours if we fight with 
God’s weapons—prayer, thought, worship, study and 
an ever-growing love of Him Who loved us. 

The watchword for the year: “We are more than 
conquerors.”

man. The whole Diocese thanks God for his life. We 
offer sympathy to his family. We carry on, poorer by 
his loss, richer by his example. 


The tragic crisis in England dur- 
Christian Marriage ing the past month has turned 
the eyes of the world upon the 
whole matter of the meaning of Christian marriage. 
I have no thought here and now of entering into all 
the innumerable questions which have been raised or 
the controversy which has raged both about the form- 
er king and his actions and concerning the Archbishop 
of Canterbury’s recent and much criticized speech. 
There is only one point I wish to make. Before God 
all men stand bare of the trappings of station, wealth 
and power. Moral principles are the same whether 
they have to do with a king or a laborer. Christian 
marriage is Christian marriage, no matter who the 


or a laborer, the moral principle involved in desiring 
another man’s wife is the same. 

We in America are very prone to judgments which 
are purely sentimental. We are also, unfortunately, in 
these days very prone to think that one’s so-called self- 
expression is vastly more important than one’s duty. 
The disappearance of the word duty from much of 
our conversation is a sad commentary upon our ideals. 
In all fundamental questions we must get rid of senti- 
mentality, which is quite different from true senti- 
ment; we must get our standard of values right. We 
must put duty where it belongs, at the top and above 
everything else. We must rid ourselves of the false 
notion that our little petty selves are the center of 
God’s universe.

To try to carry out Christian principles in my home, 
business or profession and to discuss difficulties with 
others for our mutual help and encouragement. 

To prepare myself to teach boys or girls in a Church 
School class. 

To be prepared for (a) baptism; (b) confirmation. 

To join a group for the deepening of the spiritual 
life and for evangelism. 

To try to bring some one with me to church every 
Sunday. 

Write any other decision or resolution which you 
wish to make and (a) topics on which you would like 
to hear sermons preached in 1937; (b) suggestions for 
making Church work more effective. Please return 
this sheet to the rector, with your name and address.

H. C. Wyckoff Dies at Watsonville 


Hubert C. Wyckoff, a member of All Saints Church, 
Watsonville, and a leading member of the California 
bar, died suddenly from a heart attack at his country 
home near Watsonville on Sunday, November 29, at 
the age of sixty-three years. The funeral services were 
held Tuesday, December 1, in All Saints Church, with 
final services at Santa Cruz. 

The Bishop has given in this issue a warm tribute 
to Mr. Wyckoff for his devoted and extended services 
to the Church in the Diocese. Also memorial resolu- 
tions adopted by several organizations to which Mr. 
Wyckoff demoed will be found in this issue. 


Round Table Adopts Memorial Resolution 


At the last meeting of the Churchmen’s Round 
Table Gen. Robert H. Noble gave a tender, heart-felt 
tribute to the valuable services rendered by Mr. H. C. 
Wyckoff as a churchman and a member of the 
Churchmen’s Round Table. Mr. Victor J. Robertson 
offered the following memorial resolution which was 
duly adopted and spread upon the records: 

“Resolved, that in the untimely death of Hubert C. 
Wyckoff, esteemed fellow member of the Church- 
men’s Round Table, a serious loss has been sustained 
7 the Church ana the State alike. He occupied a high 
place in the councils of the Church and in the profes- 
sion of which he was a prominent member. Always 
ready to do his full part in promoting the general wel- 
fare, he has set to both old and young an inspiring 
example of good citizenship. A Christian gentleman 
has gone to his reward. 

“Resolved, that a copy of the foregoing rosolution 
be forwarded to Mrs. Wyckoff with the sympathy of 
the Churchmen’s Round Table and when this meeting 
adjourns it ao so out of respect for the memory of 
our late departed member.” 


C. H. Kroll Elected to Standing Committee 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese, at its De- 
cember meeting, after passing resolutions of sympathy 
to the family of Mr. H. C. Wyckoff, a member of the 
committee, filled the vacancy by the election of Mr. 
Clifton H. Kroll. Mr. Kroll has given long and dis- 
tinguished service to the Diocese and Church. He has 
been a trustee of the Divinity School, a director of the 
Corporation of the Diocese, a member of the Finance 
Committee, vice-president of St. Luke’s Hospital, 
senior warden of St. Paul’s Parish, Oakland, and has 
served Diocese and Church in many other ways. 


The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Friends in the Diocese of California: 


Last month I mentioned the possibility of having to 
join the Barbers Union. Since then I have made in- 
quiries and find that it would take two years before 
the union would think of accepting me as a member. 
That leads me to consider a solution for the water- 
front difficulties. If barbers are particular about their 
membership, surely sailors ought to be about theirs 
because their lives depend upon a ship being properly 
handled and properly loaded. I suggest, therefore, 
that the sailors be given charge of the hiring halls for 
all people who handle the ships and for all who stow 
away the cargo. A man whose life depends upon the 
efficiency of himself and his associates ought to be tre- 
mendously particular. 


The Church also has its hiring problems. For years 
there has been much talk in General Convention and 
in the Church press about “placement.” My suggestion 
for this difficulty is that the rank and file of the clergy 
should have the determination of those to be ordained. 
After a man has been passed by the rank and file, then 
turn him over to the Bishop. 


These two simple solutions will settle all the troubles 
of industry and of the Church. Meanwhile, I go on my 
journeys and I am reminded that at a recent meeting 
of the St. Mark’s Men’s Club in Berkeley a police of- 
ficer gave some figures that are food for thought. They 
sound as though they might be authentic but I have 
no desire to test them out. Under 20 miles per hour, 1 
accident in 61 is fatal. From 20 to 29 miles per hour, 
1 accident in 42 is fatal. From 30 to 39 miles per 
hour, 1 accident in 35 is fatal. From 40 to 49 miles 
per hour, 1 accident in 25 is fatal. Over 50 miles per 
hour, 1 accident in 11 is fatal. 


On my way to the Forward Movement Commission 
meeting in December I stopped at Salt Lake to talk 
about the movement. I had a real thrill as I drew near 
the altar rail in St. Mark’s Cathedral and read the 
name of Bishop Tuttle and realized that I was where 
that great Bishop of the intermountain region had 
planted the Church. Returning from the meeting I 
spent Sunday at Trinity, Columbus, and had another 
thrill reading the writing of Bishop Chase, whose work 
covered most of the Ohio and Mississippi valleys. 


The commission met at St. Paul’s, Chestnut Hill, 
Philadelphia, and I found one of the printed budgets 
for 1937. Imagine my surprise when I read that its 
aim for the Church’s Program, that is for work out- 
side the parish, was $26,000. Such figures for the Pro- 
gram from one parish make me gasp; they are beyond 
my comprehension. ; 


I hope this letter will help you to form several good 
and practical new year resolutions.

House of Young Churchmen 
By Albert W. Howell, Chairman Publicity Department 


How often have you wished that you might receive 
the “National Broadcast for Young People?” Many 
have asked for it and it is now available for parish 
groups. The following comes directly from the De- 
cember issue: 


“Many requests, too many to be ignored, have been 
received asking that the ‘Broadcast’ be made available 
to parish young people’s groups upon a subscription 
basis. To set up the ‘Broadcast’ on a subscription basis 
would call for machinery and clerical aid that the De- 
partment of Religious Education does not have at the 
present time. The ‘Broadcast’ is primarily a free serv- 
ice for diocesan and provincial presidents of young 
people’s groups, adult advisors and editors of young 
people’s papers. However, there is one way this can 
be done and that is under the bundle plan on the fol- 
lowing basis: Ten copies of each issue (there are five 
issues), $1 a year; 15 copies, $1.50; 20 copies, $2; 25 
copies, $2.50; 30 copies, $3; 35 copies, $3.50; 40 copies, 
$4. Any Diocese desiring copies of the ‘Broadcast’ for 
parish young people’s groups should send the number 
of copies desired; send name and address of person to 
whom the bundle is to go.

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A Seminary in the West 
By the Very Rev. Henry H. Shires, D. D., Dean 


The Church has long had a seminary in the West. 
One of her best sons, William Ford Nichols, coming to 
California as its Bishop over forty years ago, pos- 
sessed the statesmanship to visualize and the deter- 
mination to realize wach a fundamental institution. 
He saw clearly that in this segment of America so 
vast in extent and unique in character the Church 
would be poorly implemented in his own day and 
even more in the fast-developing future without its 
own divinity school. : 

The institution he founded, the Divinity School of 
the Pacific, has been doing its task well for more than 
two score years. The men who have been trained by 
it are to be found everywhere throughout the Church 
but particularly in the West and in the foreign mission 
field, serving the Church with sincerity and distinction 
and enriched in large measure by the spirit of its two 
deans, Bishop Nichols and Dean Powell. | 

During the past two years, however, the circum- 
stances of a new day have served to focus afresh the 
thought and attention of the Church in the West upon 
the only seminary the Church has in this western land. 
Nearly three years ago the regime of the late dean was 
ended with his passing from this life. The school, 
shortly before, in becoming the official school of the 
Province, had broadened its horizons. New and larger 
demands were laid upon it for training men. Coinci- 
dent with the greater expectancies came the impair- 
ment of resources. 

Out of the wide interest thus centered on the Church 
Divinity School and the deliberations of the far-sighted 
leaders of the Province there has emerged more and 
more insistently the conviction that in larger measure 
than before men must be trained in the West for the 
ministry in the West. This conclusion has naturally 
led to the conclusion that there must be in the West 
the best seminary the Church can build. 

In the course of thinking the problem through there 
are many facts and considerations which stand out in- 
sistently and which can well be restated. 

In the first place a full and integrated Church life 
needs the seminary as one of its basic institutions. The 
remoteness of this section from any other seminary 
emphasizes the fact that the fulness of the Church’s 
life here would be jeopardized by its lack of such a 
necessary element in its life. As our cultural life would 
be impoverished by the absence of the universities, our 
- medical and legal science by the lack of their scientific 
schools in our midst, so would the richness of the 
Church’s life be imperilled. As a center of stimulus, 
leadership and research it alone can fill up the measure 
of religion’s contribution to life. Other communions 
have been alert to realize this obvious truth. There are 
least a dozen such theological schools on the Coast 
alone. 

In the next place it is part of the function of the 
seminary to capture, interpret and reflect in its thought 
and teaching the spirit and character of the life of 
which it is a part. Christianity can only be known in 
its fulness by the reactions of the many cultures upon 
the gospel message mediated to them. New aspects of 
interest, new facets of beauty, fresh depths of appeal 
are revealed in Christ himself by the varied experi- 
ence and response of each group in the great human 
family. To capture in Christian thought, leadership 
and practice the spirit of the West is no inconsiderable 
function of the divinity school, that spirit which is 
characterized by its freedom from rigidity of thought 
and tradition, its simple and natural attitudes, its 
wholesome friendliness and daring venturesomeness. 
_ More specifically still the necessity of the seminary 
is indisputable in that it is a sure source of men, the 


kind of men the West needs. Bishop Dagwell spoke 
of it at the last meeting of the Synod. “We need 
more clergy. One man to 1,500 square miles is too 
few. We need western-trained men. Our one seminary 
needs to be strengthened and supported. We are de- 
pending too much on eastern-trained men. There were 
only nine ordinations to the priesthood in the Province 
last year.” A native ministry, regionally trained, has 
always been the policy of the Christian Church. It 
— the kind of men needed, in the numbers 
n 


Another factor of which the Bishop did not speak 
but which bulks large in Bishop Mitchell’s mind is 
that many fine men sent elsewhere for their training 
“either never return to the West or only do so long 
enough to satisfy the obligations which their con- 
sciences tell them they owe to the home jurisdiction, 
when they follow their hearts back East.” Men edu- 
cated in the West would naturally have a tendency to 
stay in the West, where they are needed and whose 
ways and spirit they understand. 


The presence of the divinity school also helps to 
solve the problem of securing the right men for the 
ministry of the section of the Church it serves. Part 
of the business of a seminary which rightly grasps its 
task is continuously to present the office of the priest- 
hood to the young men of the Church in its proper 
ep ees n performing this obligation it presents 

y the example of its own life and standards not only 
the worthiness of the office but the high demands of 
intellectual equipment, spiritual fervor and vocational 
mission that the ministry requires. Such a challenge 
captures the eager-hearted and courageous. It acts as 
a corrective to the purely sentimental. 

As the question of the seminary in our American 
Church life has been frankly faced and, in particular 
relation to our own affairs, it has become evident that 
one of the weaknesses in the whole system is that 
when schools are small and weak they will be tempted 
to take men who are inadequate and to keep those 
who, while not at first suspect, later prove their inade- 
quacy. The solution for such a condition, in part, is 
to strengthen the weak or to eliminate them. That this 
is the mind of the Church, or at least the more 
thoughtful, is indicated by the action of the last Gen- 
eral Convention in determining to review the problem. 
The value to the fortunes of the Church in securing, 
receiving and training only the fit is obvious. The 
Church must also at all times keep in careful review 
the channels by which this is accomplished. 

Because of geographical isolation the Church in the 
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West, unless it have a representative seminary in its 
midst, can have no part in that intimate relationship 
and supervision which keep its schools of training re- 
sponsive to its own point of view and needs. It is nota 
healthy condition which removes theological training 
to institutions which are not susceptible to the full cur- 
rent of the life of the Church its graduates aim to 
serve. In the largest measure the Church in the West 
can only register its impress on the training of its men 
by having that close contact which the institution 
within its borders affords. 


The growth of the Church in the past and its future 
rospects are another factor in the picture. This region 
is the fastest growing section in America. California 
alone has doubled its population in the past few years. 
When Bishop Nichols came there was one Diocese in 
the State. Today there are four ecclesiastical jurisdic- 
tions. There were then but a few score clergy in the 
western Dioceses that now constitute the Province. 
Now there are over 500. From year to year there is a 
steady growth in the number of communicants. That 
the means of supplying the spiritual leadership for 
this great western empire should be not only a con- 
comitant of that growth but also a factor in promoting 
it seems but basic strategy. What the ultimate develop- 
ment will be when the shifting of the world’s center 
of interest from the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean, al- 
ready begun, is accomplished, no one knows. 


“The cause of theological education is one,” said 
the dean of another seminary recently. What he had 
in mind was the character of training which should be 
= the clergy the country over. That his own theo- 
ogical school was doing an excellent piece of work 
was not enough. The tide of the Church’s fortunes 
rises and falls with the character of the leadership 
~ | it. When excellence of preparation is univer- 

and qualified leadership diffused widely — east, 
west, north and south—then only can the Church 
come into its own. The highest standards of academic 
study, spiritual culture, practical technique and voca- 
tional conviction must be provided and insisted upon 
in all the institutions to which the Church commits 
this fundamental task of its corporate life, the train- 
ing of its clergy. 


The Church in the West is alive to this necessity. 
It feels its oneness with the whole. It must have its 
divinity school. It must be implemented for the high- 
est service.

Diocesan Student Council Holds Joint Service 


Under the auspices of the Diocesan Student Council 
a joint college service for the Diocese of California 
was held November 22 in Grace Cathedral, San Fran- 
cisco. Choral vespers were sung, with students par- 
ticipating in the reading of psalm and lesson and in 
the music of the service. The colleges of the Diocese 
were represented by faculty and students in academic 
procession, with the clergy from the college centers 
also marching. Among the colleges so represented 
were the University of California, Stanford University, 
Mills College, San Jose State College and various junior 
colleges. 


The preacher for the joint service was the Rev.

“IT know of no other Christianity than the liberty to 
exercise the divine arts of imagination.” The preacher 
called upon the spirit of youth to drive out the dull- 
ness entrenched in ecclesiastical institutions and bring 
in again the revolutionary religion of the “Young Man 
crucified.” 


This is the first of a series of similar services which 
the Diocesan Student Council is planning to conduct.

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‘Book Notes 


By the faculty of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific. Edited by Randolph Crump Miller. 


“The Structure of Religious Experience,” by John 
Macmurray. Yale University Press; $1.50. 

Undoubtedly this is one of the most important of 
the recent books in the field of empirical theology. 
Professor Macmurray of the University of London has 
attempted to define the field of religious experience 
and the relation of that field to the problems of prac- 
tical endeavor in the human community. He objects 
to the dualism between naturalism and supernatural- 
ism because he believes that such a dualism tends to 
break down the effectiveness of religion in the field 
of social and human relations; and this field he be- 
lieves is the central element in religious living. He 
sees that the religious attitude is a synthesis of the 
scientific and aesthetic attitudes. Religion must be able 
to transcend both utility and intrinsic values and see 
persons both as means and ends. They can not be 
merely tools; or we use them; they can not be merely 
ends, or we enjoy them. They must be both, so that 
mutuality may abound. God is to be found primarily 
in this field of the human community; yet somehow 
He is cosmic. The rhythm of religious life is between 
reflection and practical action for the sake of the com- 
munity. This is a stimulating book and should be read 
by all who are interested in experimental religion. It 
does not define God but it tells us where to look for 
Him.—R. C. Miller. 

“The Great Galilean Returns,” by Henry Kendall 
Booth. Scribners; $2. 

This is another of Dr. Booth’s fine contributions to 
the cause of popular education in matters religious. 
Here we have a swift survey of Christian history, its 
main emphasis a description of the birth, disappear- 
ance and contemporary renaissance of Jesus’ teaching 
about the Kingdom of God. It is the author’s thesis 
that the Kingdom of God idea, socially conceived, with 
definite economic, political, international as well as 
individualistic implications constitutes the main bur- 
den of Jesus’ message. This is proved by the frequency 
of the phrase, “Kingdom of God,” on Jesus’ lips—as 
well as the social teaching detectable within apostolic 
Christianity. The demise of this idea—first in what Dr. 
Booth describes as the ecclesiasticism, sacramentalism 
and ascetism of the medieval church and then in in- 
dividualistic Protestantism’s compromise with capital- 
ism and “laissez-faire” economics—brings in a melan- 
choly theme. 

But it is the return in our day of the social message 
of the great Galilean which gives the author con- 
fidence and encouragement. It is his description of this 
return which makes Dr. Booth’s book especially valu- 
able to those who would understand contemporary 
religion and its emphasis upon the social gospel.— 
Sturgis Lee Riddle.

“Christian Morality, Natural, Developing, Final,” by 
Herbert Hensley Henson, Bishop of Durham. Oxford 
University Press; $5. 

These Gifford lectures by the brilliant Bishop of 
Durham are not like most series in that famous lec- 
tureship worth while only to those who come to them 
with special philosophical and theological equipment. 
There is thorough knowledge and ample background 
of scholarship but they are popular in the best sense 
of the word and worth while in every sense of the 
word for clergy and intelligent laity who are con- 
cerned, as all should be, with the profoundly disturb- 
ing questions of the modern world. 


The plan of the book is simple. About half is a ane | 
of the characteristics and history of Christian moral- 
ity, beginning with the New Testament and carrying 
on through consideration of its relations to Judaism, 
the non-Christian world and medieval and modern 
conditions. At the center is a discussion of the factors 
in this process of development and the closing chap- 
ters deal with modern problems—sex, race, the state, 
industry. The last chapter studies and accepts the 
finality of Christian morality as embodied in the per- 
son of Jesus. 


The position taken by Bishop Henson can in such 
small space be only hinted. The contrast of Christian 
morality with Judaism is admirably described. The 
higher standards which the victory of Christianity 
brought to the western world are pointed out and in 
what is perhaps the best part of the book discussed 
as revealing the manner in which Christian morality 
has won its way by “accommodation and innovation” 
—by acquiescence in things as they are and yet with 
that acquiescence bringing inspiration and principles 
which ultimately produce change. Slavery is the most 
obvious illustration of this process — acceptance ap- 
parent at first, elimination certain at the end. The dis- 
cussion of modern problems is most interesting. Sex 
and race are the best. The position taken in regard to 
war and industry will repay careful study but will 
seem to many rather over-conservative. 

But whatever view one may take of parts, the thesis 
of the book is amply sustained. Christian morality is 
natural. Always, as the best in man is wakened, he 
accepts its standards. It is developing. With funda- 
mental principles unchanged, it moves on from age 
to age, meeting new conditions with new applications. 
It is final—because Christ is always in the lead.—

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‘Book Notes 


By the faculty of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific. Edited by Randolph Crump Miller. 


“The Structure of Religious Experience,” by John 
Macmurray. Yale University Press; $1.50. 

Undoubtedly this is one of the most important of 
the recent books in the field of empirical theology. 
Professor Macmurray of the University of London has 
attempted to define the field of religious experience 
and the relation of that field to the problems of prac- 
tical endeavor in the human community. He objects 
to the dualism between naturalism and supernatural- 
ism because he believes that such a dualism tends to 
break down the effectiveness of religion in the field 
of social and human relations; and this field he be- 
lieves is the central element in religious living. He 
sees that the religious attitude is a synthesis of the 
scientific and aesthetic attitudes. Religion must be able 
to transcend both utility and intrinsic values and see 
persons both as means and ends. They can not be 
merely tools; or we use them; they can not be merely 
ends, or we enjoy them. They must be both, so that 
mutuality may abound. God is to be found primarily 
in this field of the human community; yet somehow 
He is cosmic. The rhythm of religious life is between 
reflection and practical action for the sake of the com- 
munity. This is a stimulating book and should be read 
by all who are interested in experimental religion. It 
does not define God but it tells us where to look for 
Him.—R. C. Miller. 

“The Great Galilean Returns,” by Henry Kendall 
Booth. Scribners; $2. 

This is another of Dr. Booth’s fine contributions to 
the cause of popular education in matters religious. 
Here we have a swift survey of Christian history, its 
main emphasis a description of the birth, disappear- 
ance and contemporary renaissance of Jesus’ teaching 
about the Kingdom of God. It is the author’s thesis 
that the Kingdom of God idea, socially conceived, with 


definite economic, political, international as well as_ 


individualistic implications constitutes the main bur- 
den of Jesus’ message. This is proved by the frequency 
of the phrase, “Kingdom of God,” on Jesus’ lips—as 
well as the social teaching detectable within apostolic 


Christianity. The demise of this idea—first in what Dr. 


Booth describes as the ecclesiasticism, sacramentalism 
and ascetism of the medieval church and then in in- 
dividualistic Protestantism’s compromise with capital- 
ism and “laissez-faire” economics—brings in a melan- 
choly theme. 

But it is the return in our day of the social message 
of the great Galilean which gives the author con- 
fidence and encouragement. It is his description of this 
return which makes Dr. Booth’s book especially valu- 
able to those who would understand contemporary 
religion and its emphasis upon the social gospel.— 
Sturgis Lee Riddle.

“Christian Morality, Natural, Developing, Final,” by 
Herbert Hensley Henson, Bishop of Durham. Oxford 
University Press; $5. 

These Gifford lectures by the brilliant Bishop of 
Durham are not like most series in that famous lec- 
tureship worth while only to those who come to them 
with special philosophical and theological equipment. 
There is thorough knowledge and ample background 
of scholarship but they are popular in the best sense 
of the word and worth while in every sense of the 
word for clergy and intelligent laity who are con- 
cerned, as all should be, with the profoundly disturb- 
ing questions of the: modern world. 


The plan of the book is simple. About half is a stu 
of the characteristics and history of Christian mora 
ity, beginning with the New Testament and carrying 
on through consideration of its relations to Judaism, 
the non-Christian world and medieval and modern 
conditions. At the center is a discussion of the factors 
in this process of development and the closing chap- 
ters deal with modern problems—sex, race, the state, 
industry. The last chapter studies and accepts the 
finality of Christian morality as embodied in the per- 
son of Jesus. 


The position taken by Bishop Henson can in such 
small space be only hinted. The contrast of Christian 
morality with Judaism is admirably described. The 
higher standards which the victory of Christianity 
brought to the western world are pointed out and in 
what is perhaps the best part of the book discussed 
as revealing the manner in which Christian morality 
has won its way by “accommodation and innovation” 
—by acquiescence in things as they are and yet with 
that acquiescence bringing inspiration and principles 
which ultimately produce change. Slavery is the most 
obvious illustration of this process — acceptance ap- 
parent at first, elimination certain at the end. The dis- 
cussion of modern problems is most interesting. Sex 
and race are the best. The position taken in regard to 
war and industry will repay careful study but will 
seem to many rather over-conservative. 

But whatever view one may take of parts, the thesis 
of the book is amply sustained. Christian morality is 
natural. Always, as the best in man is wakened, he 
accepts its standards. It is developing. With funda- 
mental principles unchanged, it moves on from age 
to age, meeting new conditions with new applications. 
It is final—because Christ is always in the lead.—
